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ATHLETIC  HISTORY 


1927  — Athletics  encouraged,  but  not 
allowed  to  interfere  with  regular 
scholastic  work.  Horseback  riding, 
hockey,  archery,  tennis,  and  basketball 
are  among  the  forms  of  exercise  provided 
by  St.  Teresa  College,  Avila’s 
predecessor. 

1969  — Avila  becomes  fully 

coeducational,  admitting  male  students  on 
a full-time  basis. 

1972  — Avila  alumni  organize  their  first 
major  Homecoming  activity.  Male 
students  live  on  campus  for  the  first  time. 

1974  — The  college  launches  a men’s 
basketball  program  led  by  Bill  Waris. 

1975  — Avila  introduces  intercollegiate, 
intramural,  and  recreational  sports 
programs.  A recreation  field  is  built,  and 
parking  lots  expanded. 

1977  — Men’s  soccer  is  started  with  17 
freshmen  and  two  transfer  students.  They 
reach  district  playoffs  coached  by  Chris 
Cannanza. 

1978  — The  Mabee  Foundation  offers 
Avila  a $500,000  challenge  grant  for 
construction  of  a new  fieldhouse. 

1980  — The  Mabee  Fieldhouse 
construction  completed. 

1982  — Avila's  soccer  team  advances  to 
the  NAIA  Area  IV  championship  and 
finishes  fourth  in  the  country.  Bill  Waris, 
Jackson  County  executive  and  former 
men’s  basketball  coach,  is  the  first  person 
to  be  inducted  into  the  Avila  Athletic  Hall 
of  Fame. 

1984  — The  Alumni  Association 
sponsors  the  first  Avila  College  Golf 
Classic. 

1985  — The  college  begins  an  eight- 
month  presidential  search  when  Sister 
Olive  Louise  Dallavis  leaves  the 
presidency  to  work  in  the  Advancement 
Office  as  President  Emerita. 

Dr.  Larry  Kramer  takes  the  post  on 
November  1,  becoming  the  College’s  first 
lay  president.  Scott  Royal-Ferris  is 
named  Athletic  Director  and  Head  Men’s 
Soccer  Coach. 

1986  — The  evaluation  team  for  the 
North  Central  Association  of  Colleges 
and  Secondary  Schools  extends  Avila’s 
accreditation  amid  glowing  remarks  about 
the  college’s  “hard  working  faculty  ... 
effective  presidential  leadership  ...  faculty 
committed  to  give  extensively  of  their 
time  and  energy.” 


1989  — Women's  softball  and  men's 
baseball  are  added  to  the  athletic 
programs.  Joan  Ice  (softball)  and  Dave 
Klein  (baseball)  are  hired  as  the  first 
coaches  of  their  respective  programs. 

1990  — By  popular  vote,  “Eagles” 
replaces  “Avalanche”  as  the  official 
school  mascot.  A new  college  logo  is 
unveiled  and  wins  a national  design 
award.  Mark  Tobin  is  hired  to  serve  as 
athletic  director  and  head  coach  for 
baseball  while  Dave  Klein  continues  as 
an  assistant  coach. 

1991  — The  Thomas  R.  Zarda 
Athletic  Complex  is  dedicated  in  honor 
of  the  successful  area  businessman  and 
chairman  of  the  Avila  College  Board  of 
Trustees.  The  versatile  sports  area 
includes  softball,  soccer  and  baseball 
fields. 

1992  — Carl  Clapp  is  hired  as  Avila 
College’s  first  full-time  director  of 
Athletics.  Prior  to  Clapp's 
appointment,  the  director  also 
maintained  coaching  responsibilities. 

1994  — Women’s  soccer  team  formed 
and  reaches  district  playoffs.  The 
baseball  team  beats  Rockhurst  College 
in  the  District  16  championship  gaining 
a berth  in  the  Midwest  Regional  where 
they  lose  the  championship  game  to  St. 
Ambrose  College.  On,  April  5,  1994 
Avila  College  becomes  a charter 
member  of  the  Midlands  Collegiate 
Athletic  Conference  (MCAC).  The 
women’s  volleyball  team  comes  back 
from  two  sets  down  to  defeat  regular 
season  champion  Kansas  Newman  and 


wins  the  first-ever  MCAC  tournament. 
The  stunning  victory  earned  the  Eagles  a 
berth  in  the  NAIA  Midwest  Regional. 

1995  — Dylan  Aiman,  Avila  alum,  is 
hired  as  head  men’s  soccer  coach.  Coach 
Aiman,  in  his  first  year  turns  a 4-13  team 
in  1994,  into  a 10-9  playoff  contending 
team. 

1996  — Michael  Crozier  was  named 
Athletic  Director  helping  the  athletic 
department  sign  a 5 year  $25,000 
exclusive  contract  with  Coca-Cola.  Avila 
alumni  Joe  Schrick  and  Dennis  Joyce 
were  inducted  into  the  Avila  Athletic  Hall 
of  Fame.

SEASON  OUTLOOK 


The  1997  baseball  season  was  a 
disappointment  compared  to  the 
preseason  high  expectations.

renewed  sense  of  enthusiasm  about 
the  program  that  was  missing  from 
last  years  team  and  I believe  this  is 
related  to  our  nucleus  returning 
intact,  which  pleases  me.” 

The  highlights  of  last  season 
included  the  fast  start,  the  improved 
di  scipline  from  the  hitters,  a 
pitching  staff  that  kept  the  team  in 
most  games,  and  the  playoff  win 
against  Rockhurst. 

The  lowlights  were  the 
inconsistency,  lack  of  quality  depth, 
lack  of  leadership  among  the 
players,  and  inconsistent  defensive 
play. 

Coach  Huber  believes  the  keys 
to  success  will  be  team  unity  for  the 


completion  of  a specific  goal.  To 
build  an  attitude  of  confidence  so 
great  that  no  matter  what  happens 
we  will  not  waiver  from  our 
mission.  The  goals  of  this  year’s 
baseball  team  is  to  win  at  least  50 
ball  games,  win  sub-region,  and 
regional  tournaments.  All  these 
with  the  intention  of  winning  the 
world  series. 

“As  any  coach  should  be,  I am 
excited  about  this  year,”  Huber  said. 
“I  feel  good  about  our  team  and  feel 
confident  about  the  recruiting  we 
did  in  the  off  season.  Our  hard 
work  will  be  evident  in  our  team 
this  year.”

The  Hall  of  Fame  was  established 
in  1983  to  provide  recognition  for 
outstanding  achievement  by  Avila 
College  Stuent  Athlete  Alumni, 
Outstanding  Athletic  Teams,  Coaches 
and  Supporters  of  the  program. 

The  selection  process  is  by  a 
committee  that  was  established  by  the 
constitution  and  by-laws  for  the  Avila 
College  Athletic  Hall  of  Fame. 

Eligibility  for  teams  shall  be 
based  on  outstanding  accomplish- 
ments beyond  the  conference  and 
regional  level,  with  those  teams 
ranking  among  the  nation’s  elite  for 
that  particular  year.  The  team’s 
accomplishment  or  contribution  to  a 
sport  should  have  been  of  such  high 
status  that  it  was  nationally 
recognized  and  brought  distinct  honor 
to  Avila. 

Background  information  on  the 
nominees  shall  be  compiled  by  the 


local  sports  representative,  the 
assistant  athletic  director  for 
promotions,  and  the  college’s 
alumni  director.  The  nominating 
individual  should  send  two  letters 
of  recommendation  (one  from  the 
nominating  individual).  Calls  for 
Hall  of  Fame  nominations  appear  in 
the  Accent,  the  all  sports  guide,  and 
the  Eagle  Club  newsletter. 
Selection  of  a nominee  shall  require 
a minimum  two-thirds  vote,  with  at 
least  three-fourths  of  the  committee 
members  present. 

Nominee  Qualifications 

• Athlete  — Minimum  two-year 
letterwinner,  graduate  of  Avila, 
five-year  time  lapse  since  the 
athlete  participated  in  athletics  at 
Avila. 


• Coach,  Athletic  Staff  Member  — 

Must  have  been  on  staff  for  at  least 
five  years  and  must  have  a two-year 
time  lapse  since  last  employment  to 
Avila  College. 

• Honorary  — Must  have  made 
exceptional  contributions  to  the 
athletic  department.

EAGLE  CLUB  QUESTIONS  & ANSWERS 


Q.  What  is  the  objective  of  The  Eagle  Club? 

A.  The  Eagle  Club  is  the  name  of  the  fund-raising  and 
support  organization  for  Avila  College's  athletic  programs. 

Q.  What  is  the  makeup  of  The  Eagle  Club? 

A.  The  Club  has  its  own  officers  and  Board  of  Directors. 
The  Eagle  Club  Board  of  Directors  is  an  honorary  board 
that  serves  Avila  College,  the  Department  of  Athletics,  and 
the  Eagle  Club  membership.  The  Board  is  appointed 
following  the  completion  of  the  Annual  Fund  Drive,  and 
individuals  serve  for  one  year. 

Q.  How  do  I become  a member? 

A.  To  qualify  for  membership  an  individual  must  be 
responsible  for  a minimum  of  $10.00  in  gifts  and  pledges 
during  the  annual  drive. 

Q.  How  may  an  annual  gift  be  made  to  the  Eagle 
Club? 

A.  Annual  gifts  may  be  made  at  any  time  in  the  form  of 


cash  or  check  donation  made  payable  to  Avila  College 
Eagle  Club. 

Q.  What  about  a Gift-in-Kind? 

A.  A Gift-in-Kind  may  be  accepted  which  directly 
benefit  athletics  (with  college  approval).  Examples 
include:  contributions  of  certain  personal  property, 
assets,  services,  etc. 

Q.  Are  there  tax  advantages? 

A.  Each  member  of  the  Eagle  Club  may  be  able  to 
deduct  from  his/her  income  tax  the  amount  of 
contribution  that  exceeds  the  value  of  the  courtesies 
extended  to  you  as  a member. 

Q.  In  what  other  way  can  I help  Avila’s  athletic 
program? 

A.  Encourage  your  friends  to  join  The  Eagle  Club  at 
the  same  level  as  you.

THE  COACH 


He  is  called  “coach.”  It  is  a 
difficult  job,  and  there  is  no  clear 
way  to  succeed  in  it.  One  cannot  copy 
another  who  is  a winner,  for  there 
seems  to  be  some  subtle,  secret 
chemistry  of  personality  that  enables 
a person  to  lead  successfully,  and  no 
one  really  knows  what  it  is.  Those 
who  have  succeeded  and  those  who 
have  failed  represent  all  kinds  — 
young  and  old,  inexperienced  and 
experienced,  hard  and  soft,  tough  and 
gentle,  good-natured  and  foul- 
tempered,  proud  and  profane, 
articulate  and  inarticulate,  even 
dedicated  and  casual.  Most  are 
dedicated,  some  more  than  others,  but 
dedication  alone  is  not  enough.  Some 
are  smarter  than  others,  but 
intelligence  is  not  enough.  All  want 
to  win,  but  some  want  to  win  more 
than  others,  and  just  wanting  to  win  is 
not  enough  in  any  event.  Even 
winning  is  often  not  enough.  Losers 


almost  always  get  fired,  but  winners 
get  fired,  too. 

He  is  out  in  the  open  being 
judged  publicly  almost  every  day  or 
night  for  six,  seven,  or  eight  months 
a year  by  those  who  may  or  may 
not  be  qualified  to  judge  him.  And 
every  victory  and  every  defeat  is 
recorded  constantly  in  print  or  on 
the  air  and  periodically  totalled  up. 

They  pot  victories,  suffer 
defeats,  endure  criticism  from 
within  and  without.  They  neglect 
their  families,  travel  endlessly,  and 
live  alone  in  a spotlight  surrounded 
by  others.  Theirs  may  be  the  worst 
profession  -unreasonably 

demanding  and  insecure  and  full  of 
unrelenting  pressures.  Why  do  they 
put  up  with  it?  Why  do  they  do  it? 
Having  seen  them  hired  and  hailed 
as  geniuses  at  gaudy  party-like 
press  conferences  and  having  seen 
them  fired  with  pat  phrases  such  as 


“fool”  or  “incompetent,”  I have 
wondered  about  them.  Having  seen 
them  exultant  in  victory  and 
depressed  by  defeat,  I have 
sympathized  with  them.  Having  seen 
some  broken  by  the  job  and  others  die 
from  it,  one  is  moved  to  admire  them 
and  to  hope  that  someday  the  world 
will  learn  to  understand  them.
